CLERKS GOING MON 'O VOTE.

Nt Muck Interest Yet Appareus Around
the Department.

There is not much talk among the clerks in
the depatments about going home to vote.
The prospect now is that very few will leave
their work for the purpose of going home to
exercise their right to cast a ballot. Perhapsas the time for the elections draws near there
will be a livelier Interest manifested. It is
felt that every New Yorker ought to be at his
home on election day, and It is probable that
an effort will be made to get out the full
strength of the Washington contingent
of empire .state voters. But as far
an voters in other states are concerned their
going home will depend largely on local con-
piderations. There is no difculty experienced
by clerks in getting the necessary leave. If
the annual leave of thirty days has not been
exhausted the time required is taken from that
period, otherwise leave is granted without pay.
Naturally, however, clerke intending to go
home to vote reserve sufacient time from their
annual leave rather than to lose their pay. The
state associations used to be quite active in mak-ing arrangements to send voters home, but not
as much is being done in this direction as
formerly. However election day is still sone
time off, and probably later on a greater inter-
eat will be manifested in the election than is
now apparent.
